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“MORE PERFECT" ENGLISH 

I don't claim to be an agthority on Eng- 
lish, as some people who call me up to set- 
tle disputes seem to think. There are some 
solecisms in my writing that I know about, 
and there arg plenty of others, I suspect, 
that I am. guilty of without knowing it. 
Sometimes readers gleefully point out ` a 
mistake; if they would do so oftener, it 
would be'good for me. 

l may give.them an argument, though. 
I like to split infinitives, for instance, and 
authorities disagree on that subject. 
ten start sentences with, "and" or 
which is technically incorrect, but is fre- 
quently done. by some of the best writers 
for emphasis or clearness: I like to end sen- 
tences with prepositions; that not only is 
not incorrect, but is in the best traditions 
of English usage. 

The fact that Fm no authority on Eng- 
lish doesn't keep me from arguing about it. 
My brother.Don writes in the Palm Beach 
Post-Times that “more perfect" is incor- 
rect, evén though the words do not occur 
in the preamble to thè United States 'con- 
stitution. F don't agree with him. 

His idea, I suppose; is that what is per- 
fect is absolutely flawless, and therefore 

nnot-be more perfect or less perfect. But 

„in géneral, is.not the way we use 
words. 

Perfect, according to one of its eight 
dictionary definitions, means conforming to 
a certain standard, -More perfect, then, 
woukl presumably mean. conforming to & 
higher standard; most perfect, to a still 
higher one. 

Words are not always used in an al 
lute sense. Actually we khow that there 
is no such thing as absolute perfection on 
earth, and therefore, if we wanted to be 
purists about.ié, we- should not use the 
word perfect a& all. But we do use it, and 
we use it to mean relatively perfect—per-
